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IS LOST TO SPAIN 


Senator Turpie Argues for 


Radical Action. 


1UWCULES SIIKKMAN AND LODGE 


'Kesolutkm for Inquiry Into Recent 


Bond Issues tu Be Taken 


Up Tuesday. 


WASUINOTON, April 8.—Senator Tur- 


pie'ri epeech oc Cuba waa the event of 
the day in ttie senate, and ia many re- 
apecte was the most pictureeque and ve- 
hement utterance heard on the subject. 
The senator has an inexhaustible vocab- 
ulary and a satirical style. While argu- 
ing for a radical action on Cuba, even 
to the extent of sending a fleet to Cuban 
waters, much of Mr. Turpie'e speech 
was given to sarcasm and ridicule of the 
course of Mr. Sherman and Mr. Lodge 
in managing the Cuban resolutions. 


Here was a war raging for a year, and 


yet in the twenty or thirty speeches by 
Mr. Lodge, and a like number by Mr. 
Sherman before bo retired to the cave 
of Abdalia, all that could be learned was 
the ejaculation, "There is a war In Cuba 
and great ia the Cuban question." 


Mr. Sherman aat across the aisle, 


smiling at times, while Mr. Turpie pro- 
ceeded with hie vigorous arraignment of 
what he considered the mismanagement 
of the Cuban resolutions. 


Mr. Turpie then proceeded to describe 


the condition of Cifba today. Two- 
thirds of the island was within the em- 
brace of tbu revolution, the other third 
was disputable ground, where fighting 
and ekirmiahes wero going on. This, he 
said, had nut even been touched upon 
by Air. Sherman, although a vital con- 
sideration 
"That 
senator 
has appeared 
as 


•afraid as General Weyler to look into 
the question, to go over the territory. 
He has not even looked over the fence." 


Mr. Turpie took un in detail the war 


•existing iii Cuba, lie conceded that 
exact official information was meager. 
Yet the "minute men of the press" and 
the mass of general correspondence on 
the subject established certain general 
and e&seatial principles ebowinK a fla- 
grant condition of war existing. The 
eenator eaid he had personally collected 
data. He had kept tally of raids by 
the Spaniards on the country stores 
until they ran into scores. He had 
notes of ttie attacks on women and chil- 
dren. From this data, he said, he drew 
the first final conclusion, 
that the 


country store, that type of civilization, 
was widely established throughout the 
territory occupied by the insurgents. 
The existence of the country store 
meant that there wore no bandits and 
pirates, as charged bv Spanish ofliciala, 
no thieves and burglars; that the debtor 
and creditor of the store was present; 
in ehort, that the reign of justice, the 
first requisite to social organization, ex- 
isted. 
At one point, in speaking of Weyler's 


atrocities, the senator exclaimed: "Cuba 
will be lost to Spain," and added, "I re- 
tract the ' will be;' Cuba is lost to Spain 
And will never bo regained.'* 


Mr. Turpie created great amusement 


by a word picture of Mr. Lodge as a 
warrior about to have a duel with the 
Spanish minister. Tlie Massachusetts 
senator had come into tho chamber and 
•denied the assortiou of the Spanish min- 
ister and denounced the minister's dip- 
lomatic indiscretion. 


"I was about to suggest the weapons," 


proceeded Mr. Turpie. "It seemed only 
necessary to select the weapons and 
name the seconds. 1 was deeply anx- 
ious that our champion should bo fully 
Armed and not bo mistaken for a mere 
harlequin with a buckler of leather und 
a sword of lath." 
"But," a-ldod Mr. Turpie, "a friend 


near me said, 'There will be no fight.' 
The eenator'a demonstration was not 
really one threatening war. It all come 
from his fondness for u certain confec- 
tion—puffs—not tntti frutti, nor ices, 
but puffs; plain puffa." 


Amid the suppressed laughter of sena 


tors, Mr. Turpio told nf tho dangera 
threatening Mr. Lodge from too many 
puffs. Next he turned his attention to 
Minister Dupuy do Lome's diplomatic 
indiscretion iii criticising through the 
press the eenator from Massacbusotts 
(Lodge), \vho was a past graduate of the 
jingo ecliool of omniscience. 


Mr. Turpie said tlie Spanish minister 


appeared to be unfamiliar with the 
Spanish verae: 
"I'lKinle.", thmiRli puffed nrnl lurched on Alps, 


Arc iilgmks still." 
The senator closed with a strong word 


picture of the future of Cuba. 


Mr, Sherman at once moved an ex- 


ecu* ivo session and at 2 o'clock the 
doors were closed. The executive eea' 
eion was brief. 


When the open session was resumed a 


bill was passed making Santa Barbara 
Gal,, a sub-port of entry.

Mr. Pettigrew, in charge of th 
bill, said the Yakima Indiana were d 
vided in their politics and it was onl 
fair that both parties should ho rcpn 
seated in a negotiation with them. Tli 
provision finally went over. 


Mr, Cannon, Ilepublican of Utah 


offered an amendment that the mom 
bers of n cominiosiou treating with In 
dians should be hona fido residents o 
the state or territory in which the In 
dians ate located. The vote on th 
amendment waa deferred. 


An amendment bv Mr. Jones, Demi 


crat of Arkansas, waa agreed to, increa 
ing the appropriation for surveys in tl 
Indian territory to $300,000. The bi. 
was laid aside at 5 o'clock. 


Mr. TefTer asked nnflnimona consent 


that tho resolution for a senate inquiry 
into recent bond isauus be taken up at 
2.15 p.m. next Tuesday. Mr. Hill, who 
has contested the resolution, made no 
objection and tho agreement waa ef- 
fected. 


Mitchell, Republican of Oregon, in- 
troduced a joint resolution to facilitate 
.a reorganization of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, «iving to actual set- 
tlers tho riaht to purchase lands within 
railroad grants at ^2.50 an acre, nnd to 
prohibit consolidation with competing 
lines.

CAIRO, April 8. — Each

budget of news from the front increases 
the anxiety here in unofficial circles aa 
to the fate of the vanguard of the Anglo- 
Egyptian forcea operating up the Nile 
aa a preliminary to the advance in force 
upon Dongola. for which troops are be- 
ing rapidly concentrated at Wadyhalfa. 
The news of the movement southward 
of the troops has spread with that won- 
derful rapidity frequently noticed aa one 
of tho features of campaigning in the 
Soudan. While the British intelligence 
department experiences the greatest 
difficulty in obtaining information re- 
garding the movements ol the Dervishes, 
the latter, appareutly having spies in 
ill quarters, succeed in transmitting 
important 
IIGWB with lightning-like 


rapidity from one Dart of the country to 
the other. Thus, in some mysterious 
manner,tho uowsof tho Anglo-Egyptian 
advance has been communicated to the 
noet distant quarters of the Moham- 
medan world, and the departure of 
pilgrims for Mecca has been suspended, 
which means that the Khalifa is calling 
upon hia warriore to muster to the 
Btandurd, ready for war which he has 
irodairued is to be pushed with all the 
proc.

.jperate energy of the Dervish leaders. 
The Khalifa has decided that the tribea 


immediately collect and forward to Om- 
durman a heavy war tax, that the 
[licked warriors be hurried to that camp 
wd that all preparations be made for a 
ona campaign. He expects to muster 
in army of 00,000 men, composed of the- 
best fighting men of the Soudan, at Om- 
diirman by September, when the Anglo- 
ISjjyptian forces will be met by the 
Khalifa iu pereon. 
The latter has 


called the Dervish armiea from Faehoda 
and Daraur, and it is believed that tho 
jiege of Cassia will shortly be raised if 
it has not already been raised, in order 
that the Dervishes may be utilized at 
Kharifoum and Dunga. 


The Khalifa, writing to the ehiek of 


AeBoum under date of December last, 
said that he was always ready to sub- 
mit to the authority of the Khedive of 
Egypt an the representative of the Bui- 
tan, but that he would "resist to the 
death any expedition 
coming 
from 


Egypt so long as the British occupy tho 
country." 


'1'he Khalifa concluded: "lam aware 


that the Britishers would like to have 
me aaeassinated, but I have1 taken pre- 
cautions that none of the European pris- 
oners shall survive my murder."

A Young Man and Woman Assisted 


in Killing Their Father. 


LEAVKSWOIITU, Kan., April 8.—Young 


Charlee Lfliuborn ami Annie Lamborn, 
liis sister, who are in jnil here charted 
witli complicity in the murder of their 
father, have made full and complete 
confessions of guilt. \Vhilo not admit- 
ting that they were the actual slayers of 
their aged father, they confuse to having 
actively assisted tlio man who ptruuk 
the fatal blow. This man is Thomas 
Davenport, the lover of the girl, and the 
friend of the brother, who is also a pris- 
oner in the county jail here. Old man 
Lamborn was murdered at his ranch in 
Fall Leaf township, this county, on the 
night of February 10th, Davenport 
crept in through a rear door and with 
one blow of an axe dispatched the old 
man as he eat in a chair by his fireside 
reading hie daily paper. They then 
burned the dead man's will, by which 
he had disposed of an estate valued at 
over $60,000. After this the three went 
to a dance, where they seemed to enjoy 
themselves with the others. The dance 
over, they all went back to the Lam- 
horn farm house and went to bed. It 
was not until the next morning that 
they reported having found their father 
murdered in the kitchen.

POWDER EXPLOSION. 


SEVEN HEN KILLED AND MANY 


WOUNDED. 


Three Workmen Throwu Five Hun- 


dred Feet Over a 


Cliff. 


OGLUIN, April 6.—A terrifllc explosion, 


entailing the loss of seven men uud tlie 
wounding of ueveral others, occurred 
shortly after 0 o'clock this evening in 
tho canyon four milos from this city. 
Tlie men were employed by the Pioneer 
Powder Dnm Company and wore about 
to prepare a blast when a premature ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Foreman Dan Morean was loading a 


hole for a blust and had sprung it sev- 
eral times witli giant powder, ao aa to 
get in ft lari>u quantity of black powder, 
and it is supposed tho hole had not aulli- 
ciently cooled. Whim the accident oc- 
curred three men who were uaaiHtinR in 
tho work were thrown 500 feet ovsr a 
cliff, alighting on the river bank. 


I'hyeicmna wont immediately to tho 


scene of the accident and the killed and 
wounded were brought to the city. Tho 
(load wore tiiknn to Hicln-y's undortnk- 
inn iiarlors and the wounded to tho city 
hospital.
